LEGEND OF HELYROOD 


Edinburgh School Board Objects to 
Picture Contrary to History. ~ 


Perplexity sits on the brow of the 
members of the Edinburgh School 
Board’ becauee of a pane! picture, of- 
fered-as a gift to one of their schoo's 
Mustrating a famillar legend of the 
foundation of the ancient Abbey (now 
Palace) of Holyrood House. 

According to this legend, David 1, 
while hunting in the neighborhood of 
Edinburgh, was attacked by @ stag, 
and was about tobe gored when a su- 
Dernatural croes, which “slaid. incon- 
tinent in his‘ handle,” caused the ant- 
mal to flee. The Abbdcy of Holyrood, 
{t fs sald, was founded by the King in 
grateful acknowledgment of the mir- 
aculous Preservation of his life. 

The pleture, ‘which represents the 
Incident of hig deliverance from the 
stag. fs objected to as perpetrating 
“Romish error,” and a considerable 
number of the members of the Board 
are oppose’ to Its acceptancy, 

Oddly enough, while concerned 
about the socalled “retigious” aspect 
not one of the objectors has taken bis 
stand on the purely historical ground 
that the legend, even without tho mir 
aculous trimmings, fa not to be found 
{n the annals of the old historians, and 
that the foundation and dedication of 
the Abbey are much more satisfac 
torily accounted for by the connec- 
tion of the house with the famous 
Black Rood (c> Black Cross) brougbt 
to Scotland by the Saxor Princess 
Margarct, who became the Queen of 
Malcolm Canmoro. 

This ‘renowned reilc was a small 
casket in the form of a crucifix orna- 
mented with-an ebony image of the 
Savior and containing (it was sald) a 
splinter of the true cross. It passed 
to. Margaret's Son, David [., and there 
are good grounds for believing that 
the Abbey val built in its honor. A 


special shrine was Provided for it in 
the ‘Abbey Church.

; thuSiasts of Chicago, heave a . sigh 
at the thought of histories untold in 

- brown and tattered fiddles for which 
present owners are asking small for- 
tunes. 

An exhibition of old violins was 
held in connection with the conven- 
tion ofthe American Guild of Violin- 
ists at the- Hotel Sherman. “The Jure 

Se of some of the ‘old masters” lies in 
the mysteries which they hold. 
~One article on exhibit is called the 
Hawley-Maggini. sIt is one of “the 
Hawley’ collection, hich has been 
‘seattered since the death of R. D 
Hawley of Hartford, Conn. It was 
-made by Giovanni Paolo Maggini in 
_ about 1600 in Brescia, Italy. Where 
“itewent after it left Maggini is not 
known. Probably it was purchased 
for a few dolalrs by’ a wandering. 
priest who.later left it at some Ital- 
jan convent. 

At any rat2 that ix where it was 
fcund early in the laxt century by 
Luigo Tariso, a famous collector. 
Tarisio, who knew a good violin 
when he saw it, stopped at one cf 
these convents. A monk was playing 
the violin. 

“Your violin needa mending,’ 
said Tarisio, “Try “this one and let 


me ve it until tomorrow and I 

Tarisio whipped out a clean new 
violin and gave it to the monk. H+ 
returned next day with the old trea- 


sure. The monk saki: 





“This is a good violin you have let 
me take.’’ 


with my art I can bring it around,” 
sair Tarisio, ‘and so will you do int 
the favor to keep that in-exchange?" 

Thus the new German make was 
traded off for the old Maggini. 
Eventually the collector took the 
violin to Chanot in Paris, who sol 
it to Hart & Sona of London. It 
¥as purchased from Hart by Haw- 
ley in 1877, and came to America. It 
is valued at $4,500. 

Another violin of unknown origin 
ia called the Thecdore Thomas Ain- 
ati. ¥4 was the one used by 2fr. 
Thomas during the greater part of 
his life. After his death it was pur- 
chased by Representative Nicholas 
Longworth, and frm Mr. Longworth 
it went to Rudolph Wurtlizer. 

Queen Victoria presented to the 
Duke of Edinburgh, her son, une in 
the collection. It was made by Gio- 
yanni Baptiste Rogerius.in 10667, and 
is valued ate $3,000.. The Duke was 
# good amateur vivclinist. From his 
cstate it was purchased by 2 private 
collector ‘in Berlin and later came to 
America, ; 

The instrument of highest value on 
exhibition is the Joseph Guarnerius, 
Tated at $12,000. It is called the 
“Scottish Joseph’? because for many 
generations, it was owned by a noble 
family of Scotland.

Had the party started in their 
jeurney they would probably havs 
been drowned as a heavy sea was 
rolling, the water was cold and all 
were clad in heavy winter clothing.

Miss Evans will be compelled to 
report periodically ta the authorit- 
jes during the remainder of the term 
of five years to which she was sent 
on August 7, on aw charge of setting 
fire to the Theatre Royal here the 
day before Premier Asquith was to 
speak on Home Rule. 

As in the case of Mary Leigh, re- 
cently released for the same reason 
from a similar term, should Biss 
Evans subsequently be convicted of 
another crime, the judge may order 
here to serve the rest of her present 
sentence,

The condemned man, in an intoxi- 
cated condition, and usifig profano 
Ianguage, called at the victim's 
house.one night early in June last 
with the avowed purpose of visilins 
a domestic in Lea’s employ, and 
whom the latter had forbidden them 
ty see. Bad blood had existed for 
some time between the Graves bro- 
thers and Lea, and the evidence 
showed that one of the brothers 
threatened Lea’s life. 

When the men appeared at Lea's 
house and refused to leave, Len 
brought out a gun amd struck one of 
the men with the bulletend. In the 
scufie that ensued the gun was dis- 
charged, wounding Lea, so that 
death folt6wed two days later. Tho. 
prisoners abaimed that, cither the gun 
was accidentally discharged or that 
Tea had discharged it himself with 
the intention of shooting them. 
+The Crown prosecutor proved to 
tho satisfaction of the jury, however. 
that the brothrs had besten Lea in- 
to helplessness before he was shot, 
and that. it was highly improbable

Although between sixty aml one 
hundred convicts were left practi- 
cally unguarded’ with the gate open 
heforo them for several minutes, they 
made no attempt to escape.

Here Are Several Easy Ways to Find 
. Out Ifthe Gems Are Real 

.The old way of scratching glass 
with a diamond to test its genuineness 
{s not at all infallible. Any hard sub- 
stance wil] scratch glass—a filnt, a 
piece of hard glass, a bit of carbon— 
any of these will scratch glass, but 
only a genuine diamond will cut. 

A little drop of water, {f it falla on 
a real diamond facet, will retain a 
globular form, and may be moved all 
over the stone, without braking, on 
the point of a common stecl needle. 
If the stone be glass, or even a good 
paste imitation, the water will spread 
all over the surface, 

Again, {f you get a little borax and 
mix it into a paste, by placing the dia 
mond in the flame of an alcobo! lamp, 
baving first encased it in the borax 
paste, you may find ont if the stone 
is genuine by dropping ‘it into a basin 
of cold water when it is hot. 
be glass, you will find {t shivered to 
pieces, if genuine {t will be Intact. 

You can also use the color test. Gct 
a piece. of. cotton, or other material, 
which is marked with white and red

If such a read- 
ing was intended by the gentlemen who prepared the address, no ex- 
planation is further necessary than to state that the address. was pre- 
pared by Mr. William Rae, solicitor, of Edmonton, a leading supporter 
of the late Minister of the Interior, assisted Mr. A. G. Mackay, 
late leader of the Liberal Opposition in the province of Ontario.” 

The affront was, therefore, the work of two prominent members 
cf the Liberal party, one of them a former Liberal Minister in Ontario 
and later the leader of the Liberal party in Ontario; the other a,*‘lead- 
ing supporter of the late Minister of the Interior."’ It was 
Hon. Frank Oliver's home city.

A new profession for women, | thal 
of bibliographer ,is noted in the New 
York Sun as effering mary attractions 
to one who bas a fondness for Looks, 
and cspecially old and rare hooks, 
“So far as I know,” said a woman bib 
liographer quoted in the Sun, the “vo- 
men who are deing this expert work in 
cataloguing private libraries could be 
counted almost twice on the fingers of 
one hand. There are a few others who 
hate fixed positions in ccllege cr public 
libraries or clubs, but the number 1s, 
on the whole, very small. Of course the 
field held for such workern would never 
Le extremely large, bul it is yet one of 
the few professions not  orerstucked. 
The profession does not require wv cul- 
lege or any other kind of diploma to 
enter it. Absolutely essential, however, 
is a fairly good grounding in English 
Literature, and if peesible some know: 
ledge in other literatires and a work- 
ing knowledge of Latin.”

ries. “The salary paid in such cases 
Varies according to the owner of the 
library, but would probably run up in- 
to the thousands.

Despite tho efforts of 
Captain W. J. Dock and members of 
his crew, the water ran in faster than 
it could be pumped oat. The coune 
of the ship was directed towards the 
south shore, but about threo o'clock 
Captain Dock decided that tho ves- 
sel was doomed and ordered all into 
the fifeboat. “Mrs. Bertha Knoppf, 
tho stewardess, and only woman on 
the boat, was the first placed in the 
yawl, and Captain Dock was the last 
to leave the deck of the steamer.

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The government has Jet the contract for the last section of the 
Hudson Bay Railroad extending from Split Lake to Sidewater, so that 


line from Le Pas to the Bay is under construction or contract. The 
terminus has not yet been definitely announced, although it will in all 
probability be Port Nelson; in fact the contract has been let with the 
understanding that it will be Nelson unless information received from 
the engineers shows that the establishment of a harbor there is not 
feasible. : 

Hon. Frank Cochrane, Minister of Railways and Canals, is living 
unto the announcement he made shortly after his entering upon office 
of “Full Steam Ahead on the Hudson Bay.’? He has made somewhat 
of a record on the Hudson Bay Railway. In one short year he hag ac- 
complished more than the Liberals did in fifteen years of power- 

The Laurier government made annual promises to build the road ; 
just before every election with a big flourish, it was announced that 
work would be rushed on the Hudson Bay Railway, | In 1904 and 1903 
the Liberal campaign slogan in the west was actually, “Laurier and the 
Hudson Bay Railway.’’ The west, however, had to be content with 
premises and by 1911 all that had been started was u bridge at Ie 
Pas and some survey work. A couple of weeks before the last election 
the contract for the first section from Le Pas was let; it was not re- 
garded as more than an election contract. To-day finds some two hun- 
died miles of the road under construction and the remainder of the 
line to the Bay under contract. By 1914 the whole road will be com- 
pleted and ready to help move the west’s wheat crop. It will furnish 
2 new outlet for the grain of the prairie provinces, will provide a far 
shorter route to Great Britain and will serve us a regulator of freight 
rates for the transcontinental lines. 

Mr. Cochrane found when he entered office, that not only had 
there been no construction work but there was only the most meagre 
information in the departinent in regard to the harbors, the length of 
time the Bay and-Straits were open fornavigation, the aids to naviga- 
tion which would be necessary, ete. 
ing expeditions were sent overland from Winnipeg headeq by expert en- 
gineers 1o make thorough reports on the two harbors of Nelson | and 
Churchill. W. 
Hazen, formerly with the Canadian Northern Railway, was despatched 
with a large party to make plans for harbors, terminals and dock re- 
quirements. Without proper terminal and dock facilities» railroad to 
the Bay was useless and Mr. Cochrane set energelically. to “Work to 
plan the water side of the work so that bythe time the road: reached 
the Bay steamers will be ready to carry the west's grain to Europe. 
‘wo steamers early Just spring were despatched to the Bay and have 
been busy all suminer making surveys and studying the navigation re- 
quirements of the route. One of the steamers, the Argtic, will remain 
in the Bay until driven out by ice in order to demonst ge past how late 
the Bay and Straits are open for navigation. 

Hon. Frank Cochrane after his trip by canoe over the route of the 
road, and‘thence by water to Nova Scotia, has become an enthusiast 
on the line. He believes that the Hudson Bay route is perfectly feas- 
ible, and is putting his belief into practical effect by the way he is 
rushing the work ahead. That is will be as avluable to the cast as to 
the west is the opinion of Mr. Cochrane.

* Wants to Observe War Opera- 
: tions--Wants Real War. 


“OTTAWA, Oct. 15,—Spocial—Mr. 
Armand Lavergne, M.L.A., adjutant 
of the Glst Montniagny Regiment, has 
made ‘application to the Department 
of Militia and Defenco here that be 
be sent in his capacity. as officer of 
the Canadian Army to observo war 
operations in tho Balkans. Other ap- 
plications fiom Canadian militia of- 
ficers have been received, but the 
most notéworthy is to be found in 
that of the provincial member for 
Montmagny. 

Captain Lavergne is an enthusiastic 
soldier. Last summer, the Minister of 
Militia and Defence singled out for 
spécial praise the conduct of the lst 
Regiment of Montmagny in marching 
from Levis camp to tho town of 
Montmagny, a distance of over forty 
miles,-in tho blazing heat of a sum- 
mer day. 

It is nnderstood that Captain La- 
vergne has made the wish that he be 
attached to the Balkan States to ob- 
serve tho operations from their side, 
but should the Minister desire it an 
officer has no wish in the matter but 
would be attached to whaterer army 
he should decide and from whom per- 
mission would be obtained. The brar; 
ery of the Balkan States has made a 
stronger appeal to those officers who 
hare made application for neutral 
service, and the wish to be attached 
to the Turkish army it not ‘popular. 

It is a common occurrence foc of- 
ficera of tho different armies of the 
world to be attached to foreign ar- 
mies in war operations, so that thcir 
experiences and observations would be 
of value afterwards, and it is for that 
purpose that Mr. Lavergne would 
wish to be sent. : 

Tho Opposition press chronicled tho 
coming of Mi, Lavergne to Ottawa 
for the week-end as another attempt 
on his part to embarrass the Gorern- 
mest in the naval question, but the 
real reason was-to-befoand in his 
ambition to witness a real war.

Becker murder trial today. She was 
Mrs. Herman Rosenthal, widow of the 
murdered gambler, who ix alleged to 
have heen slain becauze he squealed 
regarding the payment of police pro- 
tection money for permitting gamb- 
ling. 

On the stand only a few minutes, 
Mrs. Rosenthal swore positively ‘that 
Lieut. Becker was her dead husband's 
partner, and that he had been so 
friendly with the dead gambler that 
he personally told ber, that any time 
she or Rosenthal wanted a favor, 
night or day, all she had te do was to 
get him (Becker) on the phone. 

Asked point-blank if sho did not 
bear bitter enmity toward Becker be- 
eause he had’ raided jber ‘husband's 
gambling honse after he was supposed 
te be a partner and therefore obliged 
te protect it, Mrs. Rbsenthal would 
only say: H 

“OF course, I did not feel any too 
good” toward Becker for what he had 
done. Hut I have told here only the 
truth.” 

Finding that he could not shake her 
testimony, MeIntyre tried to confuse 
her by a series of adroitly framed 
questions, but was-rebuked by Justice 
Goff, and finally excuspd the witness 
with her story unshaken in any mater- 
ial degree, 

Mrx. Rosenthal was garbed in very 
heavy mourning and her face was 
very pale as she today took the stand 
at the trial of Lieut. Becker. 

Becker moved his chair along the 
table xo that he could get a clear and 
unobstructed view of the woman 
whose husband be is charged with? 
causing to be murdered.

RECIPROCITY ARGUMENT GETS HARD KNOCK 








Official figures of the British grain and.flour exports for the past 
year which have been received by the Trade and Commerce Depart- 
ment form the strongest possible obstacle to the advocates of recipro- 
city. They contend that the farmers need the American market for 
at on One th that the British market is 

too small, and is insuilicient, and sccond that the United States is uo 
longer an exporting country in wheat and wheat products but an im- 
porting country. These figures show on the contrary that nt present 
only one-fifth of Great Britain’s wheat is supplied by Canada and se- 
cond that the United States is one of the Dominion’s most important 
competitors for the wheat trade of Britain and Canada’s only serious 
riayl in the British flour market. The conclusion is that there is plenty 
ef room for the expansion of Canadian wheat, trade in the United King- 
\dom and that it is ridiculous for us to expect the United States to forin 
a market for our grain, when it is our greatest rival in the old country. 

“In 1910-11 the United States sent $479,000 hundred weight or 
17,0000,000 bushels to the United Kingdom, whereas Canada sent 13,- 
$35,000 hundred weight or 25,000,000 bushels, In 1011-12 the United 
States increased their sales of wheat in Great Britain to 32,000,000 
bushels. Canadian sales amounted to 37,600,000 bushels. -In flour 
sales the United States leads Canada, although the Dominion promis- 
es in a few years to be in the lead. In 1910-11 United States exports 
to Great Britain were 5,842,835 ewt. and Canada’s 2,270,242 ewt., and 
in 1911-12 the United States figures dropped to 4,418,498 ewt. and 
Canada’s increased to 3,014,893 ewt. There is an almost unlimited 
market for Canadian oats in Great Britain. 
inate the market with Canada a bad third. Canada’s export of oats in 
1911-12 amounted to about three million bushels. 

W. J. Egan, Canadian trade commissioner at Manchester, com- 
menting on these figures ina report to the Trade and Commerce De- 
partment remarks : 

“The milling trade of Lancashire, whose facilities are growing 
continually both in Liverpool and Manchester, are very much in favor 
of Canadian wheat, and state that the Lancashire market, which is the 
most direct and best situated for distribution, is prepared to handle all 
that may be shipped here, claiming that there is no limit to possible 
expansion.

With these al 
so were found two tomahawks o 
lhatchets, not in stone, but in copper, 
and unique in kind. From long lying 
in the yround the copper utensils 
were covered with verdigris, due to 
the corroding moisture in the ground, 
Pome other objects in copper, about 
eight or ten inches in length, looked 
as if they might have one day been 
spear points, from which anything 
like handles had long’ sifice rotted 
away, and which had also broken 
from each other by the corroding ac- 
tion of time. We fancy that the 
hatchets conld easily be cleaned by 
the action of some acid and be brought 
back to their original brightners of 
appearance. It would be worth try- 
ing anyway. An Indian axe; it: will 
be known, has no hole.througk it like 
the modern steel exey-to receive’ the 
handle. The Indian made his axo of 
stone or ‘copper. entirely solid, and 
then he split)a wooden handle at the 
eid, ran it around the axe and then 
leased it strongly with somo kind of 
binding material. Mr. Bedborough 
has been fortunate. in discovering 
hatchets of copper, the majority of 
those found being of stone, — These 
tatchets are frequently Yound, and 
generally made of some hard kind of 
stone, broken first as nearly ‘as poss: 
ible to the proper shape and size, ‘and 
then chipped to a tolerably fine edge 
by the use of tho hardest flint. The 
Tndians for this purpose often uso a 
very hard kind of mineral called jade, 
of a blue color, and capable of doing 
rome very fine work on other stone. 
They even made planes of it, and suce 
ceeded in giving wood by this means 
quito a smooth surfaco, ‘These things 
constitute an interesting feature of 
Indian life, although any relics of 
them are likely Jong to have disap-

CANADA'S FINANCES S 


PROSPERITY 


The half-yearly financial statement for the Dominion which has 
been issued ‘shows that Canada’s finances were never so prosperous as 
under the guiding hand of Hon. W. 'T.. White. A careful and progress- 
ive policy is being followed. A striking feature of the statement is the 
‘decrease in Canada’s debt by ten imillion dollars as compared with a 
year ago. The revenues for the six months from March 3L_ to Sept- 
80, amounted to $81,378,650. This is an increase of $17,309,126 over 
the same period in 1911. The increase is at the rate of 27 per cent. It 
is expected that the revenue for the year will reach the record-break- 
ing total of $170,000,000 if the present rate of increase is maintained. 

The revenues for the half year and the half year of 1911 were 
made up as follows :—

The expenditure upon consolidated fund for the six months was 
$45,931,539 as against $35,053,456 in 19112 The expenditure on capital 
account shows a reduction of some nine hundred thousand. The ex- 
Fenditure was $11,671,983 as against $12,318,027 in 1911. ‘The most 
noteworthy decrease is in the Transcontinental. Although the work is 
being rushed by the Government, the expenditure was nearly three 
nillions less than 1911. 

The net debt as compared with a year ago was reduced nearly ten 
million and a half dollars and now stands at $313,508,976 as against 
$323,938,768 the same time a year ago. , 

During September the revenue was nearly fourteen and. a half 
millions, the exact figures being $14,175,483. In Septernber, 1911, it 
was $12,082,908, The increase thus was nearly 20 per cent. Customs 
stood at $9,903,658; excise at SI,778.111: post-offices at $1,050,000; 
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ts public works and railways at $1,001,583: and miscellaneous at 3739,- 
ey: 128.

Of New Citizens; 
OTTAWA, Oct. 19.—During the six 


months, April Irt to October Ist, ot 
the current fiscal year 273,619. immi- 











grants arrived in Canada. Of this 
number 183,890 arrived at ocean 
ports, and 89,659 from the United 


States. .These figures show an in- 
crease of 13 per cent. as compared 
with the number of arriyals for tho 
corresponding months of last fiscal 
year, which were 158,014 af ocean 
ports ‘and 83,317 from the United 
States, making a total for the six 
months, April 1 to Oct. 1, 1911. of 
241,931 persons. 

During tho month of September 
this year there were 31,140 arrivals, 
20,690 of them having been at reer 
ports and 10,450 from the States, as! 
against 29,077 for September last 
year, 17,593 of whom were at ocean 
ports and 11,484 from the States. 

The immigration to Cahada for the 

last half-year is considerably greater 
than the entire population of Mon- 
enegro, the country which a few days 
ago declared war against Turkey. 
\ The electoral district of Carleton, 
Ontario, has, according to the census 
of 1911, a population of 28,406; it 
will be seen that the immigration dur- 
ing the last six months is more than 
equivalent to the population -of nine 
such districts.

PARIS, Oct. 19.—A discovery that 
is expected to remove the danger to 
which manipulators of the X-ray 
have been subjected in its handling 
was announced to-~lay at the Acad- 
emy of Sciences by M. LL. G. Droit.

The ylove possesses 
the double advantage of — suppleness 
and protection against the rays. 

M. Droit says that repeated tests 
have proved the complete efficacy of 
the ylove in warding off injury to 
handlers of X-Rays, and be expects 
it to yreatly facilitate examinations 
and experiments with them.

McIntyre, Becker's. chief 
counsel, announced that he would take 
an immediate appeal, but added be- 
yond this he had nothing to say. 

The twelve jurors, with solemn faces 
and measured steps, filed into the 
court room at 11.55 o’clock. A minute 
later the defendant was brought -in 
from the Tombs. Justice Goff had net 
yet entered the room, and for a moe 
ment Hecker touk a side seat. 

As he waited he scanned with anx- 
fous eye the faces of the jurors, but 
none of them returned his gaze, A 
tense silence prevailed. 

At 11.57 o'clock Justice Goff entered 
the court room and bowing low to 
counsel, took his seat. The jury roll 
was called, The clerk then asked the 
jurors if they had reached a verdict. 

“We have,” announced Foreman

“We find the defendant guilty as 
charged in the indictment.”

Although only a short’ time has 
elapsed ‘since the appearance of Can: 
adian five and ten dollar gold coins, 
struck at the Ottawa branch of the 
Royal Mint, the possibility for “sweat- 
ing” the new currency bas already 
been discovered. Since the design on 
the ‘coins is raised, it is necessary, 
in. order that the coins’ may stack 
properly, to have raised milled edges 
and of this the “Sweater” takes ad- 
vantage. 
The process of “sweating” is a 
simple one. The practice is to put 
newly made gold coins. to the value 
of three or four thousand dollars in 
a chamois bag and shake them to- 
gether in order to abrase the rough 
edges. The metal being soft, a’ con- 
sicerable amount of gold dust is the 
result. 
The object is to reduce tha coins 
from the mint welght to the least cur 
rent welght. 
It is currently reported that dis- 
honest persons have already done con- 
siderable ' sweating.” and many of the 
new coins show the effects and will 
have to be returned to the mint and 
melted over.

A PREPOSTEROUS BIRD. 


Mostly Neck, With a Few Extras, le 
the Water Turkey, 

In the Indian river region of Florida 
are to Le seen Islands Jtecen with mas- 
grove bushes down to the water's 
edge. The scene is animated by the 
Presence of many water fowls—pell- 
cans, gallinules, water turkeys, cor 
morants and ish crowa—feeding on 
the islands, together witb smaller oum- 
bers of gulls, terns, vultures, ospreys 
and mao-cof-war hawks, swooping. 
skimming and sailing in the air abore. 
In all this array of bird life there Is no 
more curious and interesting creature 
than the water turkey, which is some- 
times called the snake bin 

As the stranger gazes upon this 
scene he fs sometimes apt to think be 
sees a queer spako wriggling out of the 
water sereral feet into the air. If be 
gtabe bis gun and Gres it is probable 
that a part of the supposed snake will 
drop upon the water, while the other 
part takes wing aod files away. 

The stranger wonders whether the 
snake dropped the bird or the bird the 
soake. The explapation fg quite sin 
ple. A snake bird, or water turkey 
(Piotuanbinga), swimming with its 
jong eeck only out of the water had 
the snake Ip its bill. and the anake was 
dropped when the gun was fred. 

The water turkey bas been called the 
Most prepostérous bird witbio the 
range of ornithology. “He is not a 
bird,” says’ one authority; “be is & 
peck, with such subordinate rights, 
members, appurtenances and heredita- 
ments tbereunlo appertaining as seem 
Becessary to that end. He ‘has just 
enough stomach to arrange noutish- 
ment for his neck, just enough wings 
to fy palofally along witb bis neck 
and just big enough legs to keep bis 
oeck frum dragging on the ground, aod 
his peck Is light colored, while the reat 
of Lim ts black."—New York Sun.

That historic German ghost, the 
White Lady of the Hobepzollerns, 
would seem to bave more than a jegend- 
ary basis, So far as 1 am aware, this 
ghost has never been fovestigated by 
properly qualified psychical research- 
ers, but ite credentials are too well au- 
thenticated to be ignored. The mission 
of the White Lady, apparently, is to 
snnounce. the death of some member 
of the Hobenzollern family, and her 
most frequent haunting place. is the 
royal palace at Berlin. She was seen 
es early as 1028, and since the time of 
Exeter the Great her appearance 
bas nm regularly chronicled on the 
eve of the deaib of the king of Prussia. 

For the matter of that, there are not 
a few families whose ancestral homes, 
according to tradition, are haunted by 
death announcing ghosts. This fs par- 
ticularly the case with certain distia 
guisbed British families. The York 
shire Middletons, a Catholic family, are 
said to be warned of approaching death 
by the apparition of a Benedictine nun.
